SAIGON 
(AP) - The Viet 
Cong shelled Saigon early today 
for the first time in two and a 
half weeks, 
fought 
American 
paratroopers and

namese militiamen just outside 
the city and killed a high-rank­ 
ing American adv iser in a rock­ 
et attack in the central high­ 
lands. 
Four hours after two rockets 
fell inside the South Vietnamese 
capital, paratroopers from the 
8 2nd Airborne Div ision and mili­ 
tiamen on an offensiv e sweep 
ran into small groups of enemy 
soldiers. They were 11 miles 
northwest of Saigon but on the 
opposite side of the city from 
where the rockets were fired. 
The paratroopers were sweep­ 
ing through the same general 
area where a Viet Cong force 
took one of their ambush patrols 
by surprise last Friday , killing 
eight Americans and wounding 
three. 
Spokesmen said the fighting 
today was sporadic and lasted 
for about fiv e hours, until the 
Viet Cong troops withdrew. At 
least six of the enemy were 
known dead and three were cap­ 
tured, U.S. headquarters said.

Since 1884, when it was first brought into 
the state, the pesky water hyacinth ha* been 
clogging Florida’s rivers, lake! and canals. 
That and other aquatic weeds cost Florida 
more than $50 million a year just in property 
depreciation, says the U.S. Department of Ag­ 
riculture’s Aquatic Weed Laboratory in Fort 
Lauderdale. The cost throughout the rest of 
the nation could be more than a billion. 
Weapons to combat the menace in Florida 
have included everything from herbicides to 
underwater mowers to importing weed-eating 
manatees, or sea cows. 
It now appears that the odious hyacinth may 
have 
some use after all, since it 
thrives on 
such 
delicacies as sewage plant discharges, 
industrial and agricultural wastes and urban 


Pollution Victory? 


An engineer of the Chrysler Corp. claims the 
automobile industry has won the main battle 
against air pollution caused by cars. 
His 
statement “If there were no other vehi­ 
cles on the road 
except the 
1969-1970 models, we 
would — overnight — breathe the same c'can 
air we had in 1940 as far as automobile contri­ 
bution is concerned” is wonderful news if it 
proves, in time, to be accurate. 
Unfortunate!), there have been credibility 
gaps in so many areas involving the public wel­ 
fare that most Americans will want to have sci­ 
entific confirmation of this before they relax 
and breathe deeply of the air about them. 
Charles M. Heinen, Chrysler’* chief engineer 
in the emissions control and chemical develop­ 
ment section, claims hydrocarbon emissions 
from automobiles have been reduced by about 
80 per cent and carbon monoxide emissions by 
70 per cent since the 1961 model year. And fur­ 
ther reductions in emissions are planned for the 
J971 and later models 
If the effort to sharply reduce the automo­ 
bile-contributed pollution in the air has been 
successful, it is a tardy victory. It is gratifying 
to believe that this source of pollution is being 
dried up but foresight would have prevented it 
from creating the degree of contamination 
which now exists.

In an experiment begun in 1967, hyacinths 
were planted in a two-acre, fenced-in area in 
a lake near Orlando. Within six weeks, the hya­ 
cinths had completely filled the area. Within 
three months, the weeds had removed the 
lake’s pollution, reports the Florida Game and 
Fresh Water Fish Commission. 
There still remains, alas, the problem of how 
to get rid of the hyacinths once the man-made 
pollution is taken care of. 


Chrome Lunacy 


Bicycle Safety 


Parents will have to accept part of the blame 
lf their youngsters are brought home by police 
for violating traffic laws. 
Police Chief Martin Lutsch, whose officers 
have noted increase in recklessness on the 
part of bike riders, has warned that obedience 
to safety and traffic rules is a “must” or they 
will have to appear in juvenile court. 
TTiey 
could also land in a hospital. 
Much of the responsibly rests with parents 
who need to impress their children that there 
is only one way to ride a bike: Safely! 


An example of, confused political thinking that 
has created an economic backlash is the U S. 
purchase of chrome—a vital ingredient in th* 
making of stainless steel. 
The Johnson administration embargoed the 
purchase of Rhodesian chrome at the request o f 
the United Nations. To replace this source, 
steelmakers have turned to Russia but are 
forced to pay nearly 50 per cent more than pre­ 
viously. 
This cost, ic turn, is being passed on to the 
ultimate consumer. 
Needless to say, the chrome ore supply in 
this country, both the government stockpile and 
Russian imports, could become critical in the 
foreseeable future. It is obvious the sane ions 
are not accomplishing their purpose and the 
prime sufferer is the American consumer. 
Ironically, it is reported that Russia is pur­ 
chasing toe lower cost 
Rhodesian 
chrome 
through Mozambique and selling at the inflated 
prices to us. 
It is about time we start looking out for our­ 
selves instead of bailing out Great Britain. If 
the Rhodesians wants independence — as we 
once did — let them have it. 


Enough Is Enough 


The United States apparently is tired of being 
a punching bag for the Soviet Union when it 
comes to permitting our newsmen to be ex­ 
pelled from Russia without retaliation. 
Thirteen American r e p o r t e r s have been 
forced to leave Russia since 1956 In none of 
these instances did the United States respond in 
kind. 
Friday, however, the State Department or­ 
dered a Russian newspaperman to leave the 
country within 48 hours in retaliation for the ex­ 
pulsion Wednesday of the Moscow correspond­ 
ent of the Washington Post. 
Our tolerance and hospitality toward Soviet 
newsmen in light of Russia’s harassment and 
expulsion of ours has gone on long enough.

New Indictment of Pentagon 


A report prepared by a bipartisan congres­ 
sional panel is an impressive documentation of 
the case for action by Congress to see that the 
Pentagon conducts its business more efficiently. 
A subcommittee of the Joint Economic Com­ 
mittee produced the document, “The Econom­ 
ics of Military Procurement.” 


ITS BLISTERING indictment of the Pentagon 
blamed the wasting of “literally billions of dol­ 
lars” yearly on “bloated and inflated” defense 
budgets. 
Tile document accused the Pentagon of eco­ 
nomic inefficiency, over-procurement, operating 
without an effective cast control program and 
sloppy practices that add up to “ a vast subsidy 
for the defense industry, particularly the larger 
contractors.” 
The report does not limit itself to general 
criticism. Specific areas are singled out as ex­ 
amples of what the subcommittee is talking 
about when it refers to waste and questionable 
practices. 
Some of these include: 
Failure of Pentagon officials to stay Informed 
on the profit being made by its suppliers which 
enables contractors to make additional profit on 


all sub-contractors. 
Failure of the Pentagon to recognize that in­ 
centive contracts, designed to encourage and 
reward efficient firms, actually are encourag­ 
ing inflation cf original estimates and defeating 
their goal. 
Loose accounting practices — there are no 
uniform standards — which lead to inefficiency. 
The Truth in Negotiations Act gives the Penta­ 
gon authority to check the books of its suppliers 
but officials frequently excuse contractors from 
compliance. 


CONCENTRATING purchases from a handf JI 
of companies eliminates the advantage of stiff 
competition. 
The document is explicit in its condemnation 
of the Air Force for trying to cover up the ex­ 
cessive cost in the CSA plane contract and the 
harassment of Defense Department officials 
who expose cost irregularities. 
Taxpayers have been willing to pay the cost 
of national defense. But they should not be ex­ 
pected to pay extra because of irresponsible 
Pentagon procedures. 
They are looking to Congress to correct the 
situation. 


A Step Toward Postal Reform 


President Nixon has a plan to urgrade U.S. 
postal service by tackling factors that have 
plagued it ever since it came into being—poli­ 
tics and deficit operation. 
Benjamin Franklin was the first postal politi­ 
cal casualty. He was appointed joint postmaster 
general dor the North British Colonies in Amer­ 
ica in 1753 end served until 1774 when he was 
dismissed because he sided with the colonists in 
their movement for independence. 


THE GOVERNMENT got into the postal busi­ 
ness in the first place in 1707 by purchasing th* 
rights from Thomas Neale who had been grant­ 
ed authority in 1792 to establish a poet office. 
Mr. Neale gave up when he couldn’t make the 
system pay. 
Through the years tremendous strides w ert 
made in mail service from the adoption of ad­ 
hesive postage stamps to use of the fastest 
modes of transportation to speed delivery. 
But rising costs and mounting mail volume 
have placed the Post Office Department in a 
position of operating at a deficit with some­ 
times erratic service. 
It has been common knowledge for some time 
that changes would have to be made to 
straighten out the postal system. Raising pos­ 
tage rates ever so often just didn’t get the job 
done. 
The idea of a posal corporation utilising 


sound business practices and latest equipment 
has been kicked around for quite a while as an 
answer. 
Congress has resisted because the transfor­ 
mation would eliminate one of the favorite pa­ 
tronage plums—appointment of postmasters. 
President Nixon made clear his position on 
postal reform Feb. 25 when he requested legis­ 
lation from Congress to remove “the last ves­ 
tiges of political patronage” from postal ap­ 
pointments by authorizing the postmaster gen­ 
eral to name postmasters. 
Now Mr. Nixon has followed up by recom­ 
mending Congress transform the Post Office 
Department into a government-owned but self- 
sustaining corporation with a minimum of con­ 
gressional control. 


THE PROPOSAL is a refined version of 
suggestions made by Lawrence O’brien, who 
served as postmaster general in the Johnson 
administration and a special commission ap­ 
pointed by President Johnson. 
Presidential recommendations do not auto­ 
matically get the support of Congress needed to 
become law. But Congress would do well to 
weigh carefully the merit of Mr. Nixon’s plan. 
A billion-dollar deficit, less-than-ideal sen Ice 
and an ever-increasing job are some of the per­ 
tinent facts that emphasize the value of drastic 
postal reform. 
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’Instant Everything'

A Negro physician talked in discouraged tones 
to this reporter recently about the failure of 
his efforts to lure young black men into the 
study and practice of medicine. Said he: 
‘ They would welcome the rewards and the 
status that go with being doctors. But they 
want to fly over. They do not want to do the 
hard work involved. They do not want to study 
chemistry and calculus and the otner di.iicult 
subjects along the way.” 
The note the physician struck has been heard 
many times in the last several weeks in in­ 
terviews with people in many walks of ii e. 
A good share of the interviewees were liberals 
presumed to be highly sympathetic to the as­ 
pirations of Impatient youth. 
Nevertheless, 
they laid on the same charge — often with eq­ 
ual weight against white and b’ack you h. 


THE QUEST IS FOR “instant” everything 
— power, affluence, status, privilege — with­ 
out regard to training, experience or other 
qualification. 
The Negro doctor was understanding of young 
Negroes’ somewhat agitated bid for “black 
studies”, insofar as these are licked symbol­ 
ically with a search for identity in a world 
where they have been engulfed by white cul­ 
ture and white authority. 
He did not see such studies, however, as any 
kind of substitute for the knowledge both young 
blacks and young whites must acquire, in stead­ 
ily mounting volume, if they are to have any 
role at all in the solving of the nation’s real 
problems of poverty, health, malnutrition, ed­ 
ucational deficiency and general urban conflict. 
Hie present high scale of militant s'ikhnt 
agitation over black studies and related issues 
on college campuses suggests that the m at­ 
ter is getting badly out of focus. 
Victories that have to do with the symbols 
may provide important psycho’ogical benefits. 
But they do not go the hard way toward fit­ 
ting students for the prob’em-solving w rit 
that is crying to be done. They do not fill the 
chiasm where vital jobs in health care, edu­ 
cation, urban develonment, engineering end 
law are going begging by the tens of thousands. 


THE ANGER OF frustrated, alienated blacks 
Is something all Americans are coming to un­ 
derstand. Perhaps this fury must somehow 
spend itself before many can be expected to 
look past the symbols and dig in to train them­ 
selves to grapple with the world of practical 
problems. 


A cool, stocky Negro administrator in a well- 
financed health center set down in the miJst of 
crushing poverty has large sketches of certain 
black militants adorning his office walls. 
Maybe they recall his own past — or simply 
remind him that the strident voices are still 
around in good force. But they are not for him 
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today. 
“You come to feel that anger and confron­ 
tation are just not enough, that you have to 
act to get something done.” 
By “ something” he did not mean a cowering 
university president’s approving signature af­ 
fixed to a black student’s dictated list of “non­ 
negotiable demands.” He meant something 
real, concrete and specific which would help 
to improve health, correct malnutrition, ease 
poverty or heighten education. 


'Hitting the Silk' 


It was just 50 years ago. on April 27. 1919, 
that a crowd gathered at McCook Field in 
Dayton, Ohio, expecting to see a nut named 
Leslie L. Irvin kill himself. 
The 23-year-old barnstorming balloonist and 
parachutist intended to make the first free­ 
fall parachute jump out of an airp'ane. 
Many people had made jumps before that, 
but always with a line attached to the aircraft 
or balloon which automatically opened toe 
chute. Aeromedical experts of the day were 
unanimous in the opinion that a man falfing 
through the air would lose consciousness be­ 
fore he could pull the ripcord. 
Irvin proved the experts wrong, though he 
did break an ankle. That same year he found­ 
ed a parachute manufacturing company (now 
Irvin Industries, Inc.) and two years later or­ 
ganized the Caterpillar Club. 
Named after the little worm that mad* the 
silk of which early parachutes were made, the 
Caterpillar Club was opened to anyone whose 
life was saved bv a Darachute. 
Today, that exclusive club has more than 
250,000 members in 62 countries. Its members, 
none of whom really wanted to join, include 
such aviation heroes as Charles Lindbergh and 
Gen. James Doolittle. 
Ironically, Irvin, who died in 1966, never 
qualified for his own club. None of his more 
than 300 jumps was an emergency. 


Space Gobbledygook 


To follow up the manned lunar landing, 
scheduled this summer. National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration has proposed an 
Apo’lo Applications Program, which would con­ 
sist of five space missions. 
NASA has already designated the first flight 
as AAP-2. The second flight, naturally, will be 
AAP-1. AAP-3A is the designation for the third, 
AAP-3 for the fourth and AAP-4 for the fifth. 
Let the Russians try to figure that out. 
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Mired In 
Ambiguity

George Wallace, on the sidelines waiting to 
decide whether to have another go at it In 
1972, Is picking up philosophic support in some 
curious places. His latest recruit is Robert M. 
Hutchins, the celebrated educator. 
In supporting segregation in the public schools 
Wallace always has argued that the federal 
civil authority, though bent on enforcing hu­ 
man rights presumed to be universally appli­ 
cable in every aspect of American society, has 
no right to enter the “school arena” either le­ 
gally or physically. 
Hutchins is working in a different context, 
but he is clearly Wal’ace’s blood brother. 
In a symposium at the Center for the Study 
pf Demoeratics Insitutions, which he heads, the 
former University of Chicago president says 
on the subject of radical activism: 


“ IF, IN SPITE OF the best efforts of all 
concerned, or all but a few. the university 
Is disrupted, the police should on no account 
be called in. 
“They cannot be trusted, and an invitation 
to them to enter the name of "law and order” 
Is evidence that the university has °iven up 
trying to become a center of independent 
thought and criticism, for such a center can 
live only by discussion.” 
What Hutchins is says is that even if laws 
against assault, arson, riot, ma icious destruc­ 
tion of property, theft and invasion of privacy 
are violated, the state and local civil authority 
should be barred from campus grounds. 
All of the listed crimes, up to and including 
bombings and shootings, have indeed occurred 
on U S. college campuses in the last few years 
—and in especially heavy volumes this year. 


SINCE UNIVERSITY administrators do not 
head a “government” in any real serge, since 
thev do not execute and enforce a body of civil 
and criminal law on campuses, Hutchins is 
proposing immunity for all violators who have 
the presence of mind to commit their crimes 
within the college sanctuary. 
A student w’ho hits a professor In the face 
with a club on campus (as has happened) need 
have no fear of police arrest under the Hutchins 
doctrine. Riots, burnings, bombings, wrecking 
of furniture, theft of fi’es and personal parers, 
a1! these must be allowed to run their course 
without interference by untrustworthy police. 
Hie logic of Hutchins’ argument (It cannot 
be caJed reasoning) is that he also would not 
permit U.S. marshals or troops to come onto 
a campus, as occurred at the University of 
Mississippi, to enforce the “civil rights” of a 
black student. 
The schools are either a total sanctuary from 
authority or they are not a sanctuary at all. 
TTie net of Hutchins’ position is that he would 
give to student activists and their close su> 
porters, operating in their safe preserve, an 
unchallenged monoply on violence. 


YET THE TRUTH is. though the Idea falls 
hard on liberal ears, that gogver^ment works 
weH only when it has a monopoly on violence 
—the monopoly needed to restrain serious mis­ 
behavior harmful to others. 
The sanctity of the “center of independent 
thought and criticism” must, after all, be pre­ 
served. 


It can be fairly contended that Hutchins Is 
a greater enemy of legitimate civil authority 
than George Wallace. He condemns the police 
without regard to performance or attitude — 
which vary widely. His indictment really goes 
far beyond the campus. 


No one Is aware that police, thrust by urban 
riot and campus turmoil Into new roles for 
which some are untrained or unfit, do commit 
excesses. Better recruiting, training and d s- 
cipline are basic to good ’aw enforcement by 
the legitimate civil authority. 
But Hutchins’ charge would seem to leave 
no proper place at all for the police. Who, 
then, would enforce the law? On this the aging 
boy wonder of education seems hopelessly mir­ 
ed in ambiguity.

More Cars and Highways 
Slowly Strangle Citys 


By BOB COCHNAR 
NEW YORK - (NEA) 
- 
Rep. 
Jonathan 
bingham, 
D- 
N.Y., was sitting on a bench in 
Central Park, watching the cars 
and trucks inch by on Fifth 
Avenue and wondering, perhaps, 
if this was the way the world 
would end, in a pollution-spew­ 
ing, gear-grinding, horn-honking 
snarl of people trapped in the 
machines that control them. 
Bingham, as a New York 
City congressman, knows what 
is happening in the great urban 
centers of the nation: The auto­ 
mobile is slowly killing them. 
“ And somehow,” he muses, 
his voice raised so that it would 
carry above the cacophony of 
the traffic, “The message just 
doesn’t get through ” 


BINGHAM Is in favor of mass 
transportation and is not, de­ 
spite the hy steria raised against 
him by his critics, against the 
automobile. He drives one him­ 
self. “I think, however,” 
he 
out, 
“that 
it has been 
amply demonstrated that the 
automobile 
is 
not 
effective 
transportation in urban areas 
and that building 
more high­ 
way s is not going to soJIve the 
problem.” 
But the highway is this coun­ 
try ’s preeminent 
sacred 
cow 
and has the strongest lobby in 
Washington to support it. 
The support centers around 
the Highway TYust Fund which 
many observers call the biggest 
pork barrel ever thrust upon an 
unsuspecting citizenry . It works 
like this: 


BY LAW, all federal tax es on 
gasoline, tires and certain auto­ 
motive parts funnel directly into 
highway 
building 
programs. | 
This amounts to about $4 billion 
a y ear. 
The idea is that tax es are 
paid by people who use the high­ 
way s and must be held in, 
sacred trust for more highway s. 
To use the money for any other 
purpose like, say , mass trans-' 
portation, would violate that 
sacred trust. 
Bingham was first singed by 
the protectors of the trust when 
he offered a bill which would 
divert monies from the fund to 
¿her transportation programs. 
The howls came from every 
state capital.

This has been shown to 
maintain an adequ ate lev el of 
immu nity . When a p erson has 
shown a sensitiv ity to this tox oid 
he shold be tested with a min­ 
u te dose of highly dilu ted m ate­ 
rial before the booster dose is 
giv en. 
A p erson who is allergic to one 
immu nizing agent is not likely 
to be allergic to another. A p er­ 
son who is allergic to horse 
seru m, howev er, cannot take an

He’s an 
outspoken, 
pull-no- 
punches sort of character, this 
darkly-handsome guy who bears 
a strong resemblence to the late 
Jam es Dean, the movie actor. 
His blunt pronouncements have 
put him in occasional trouble 
with the PCA, including one- 
week suspension this year. 
‘‘I’ve been suspended, all to­ 
gether, 
two months and one 
week,” he said. ‘‘I keep a sep­ 
arate account of it.” 
Hill, in his 12th year on the 
tour, barged out of the pack 
with a five-under-par 65, over­ 
hauled third-round leaders Lee 
Elder and Bert Yancey and fin­ 
ished with a 72-hole total of 265, 
15 under-par for the 6,485-yard, 
p ar 70 Colonial Country Club 
course. 
He was two strokes in front of 
Elder, who still is looking for his 
first victory. Elder finished with 
a 70 for 267, followed by Charles 
Coodv, 67, and Tommy Aaron, 
65. tied at 268. 
Steve Reid, who had a re­ 
m arkable 61 in the third round, 
finished with a 69 for 269 and 
was followed by Don January, 
67 for 270. 
Yancey, winner of the Atlanta 
Classic the previous week, blew 
to a 76 for 273. 
Hill, whose last previous vic­ 
tory was in this sam e tourna­ 
ment two years ago, birdied the 
second hole from IO feet and got 
another on the fourth after a 
wedge shot left him a 3%-foot 
putt. 
Elder bogeyed the sam e hole 
and dropped back to a tie. 
Hill went ahead to stay with a 
25-foot birdie putt on the 12th, I 
and chipped to within 18 inches 
for another bird on the next 
hole.
